THANK YOU FOR YOUR LETTER OF AUGUST 4, 1976 CONCERNING 
THE VISA CASE OF MR. NGUYEN VIET GIAP AND HIS WIFE 
MRS. DANG THI YEN. 

AS YOU ARE PROBABLY AWARE, WE NEED TO OBTAIN WASHINGTON 
AGENCY CLEARANCES FOR VIETNAMESE NATIONALS BEFORE 
PROCEDING TO ISSUE AN IMMIGRANT VISA. IN THIS CASE, 

WE SENT THE CABLES ASKING FOR THESE CLEARANCES ON 
JUNE 22, 1976. THESE INVESTIGATIONS ARE APPARENTLY 
QUITE EXTENSIVE, AS EVLDENCED BY THE FACT THAT WE 
USUALLY GET ANSWERS TO OUR CABLES ONLY AFTER THREE OR 
FOUR MONTHS. CONSEQUENTLY, WE DO NOT ANTICIPATE 
GETTING APPROVAL IN THIS CASE BEFORE OCTOBER. THEN, 

VISA NUMBERS WILL BE REQUESTED FOR THE NGUYEN’S USE. 

AS SOON AS THESE ARE RECEIVED, AN APPOINTMENT FOR A 
MEDICAL EXAMINATION AND FORMAL VISA INTERVIEW WILL BE 
SCHEDULED. BARRING ANY UNFORESEEN DIFFICULTY, THE 
NGUYENS WILL RECEIVE THEIR VISAS THE SAME DAY. AS THE 
FOREGOING INDICATES, WE WILL PROBABLY NOT BE ABLE TO 
ISSUE THEIR VISAS BEFORE OCTOBER. SINCERELY, SAMUEL R.
